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BEST  COLLEGIATE  PASSER 
IN  HIS  DAY

Toronto  sportswriters  are  still  writing 
about  Hugh  Marks,  19  years  after  the 
H-E  athlete  starred  in  football  and  basket- 
ball for  St.  Michael's  College  and  the 
University  of  Toronto.  A  clipping  from 
the  Toronto  Telegram  which  recently 
reached  the  KODAKERY  sports  desk 
says  in  part,  "The  forward  passing  of 
this  newest  gridiron  great  reminds  us  of 
a  large-handed  young  gent  named  Hughie 
(Hands)  Marks  who  could  throw  with  the 
best  of  all  time." 

Marks,  it  turns  out,  set  records  that 
still  stand  in  Canadian  football  while 
matriculating  at  Dominion  schools.  The 
all-Canadian  quarter-back  tossed  27  pass- 
es in  one  game,  completing  16  of  them. 
Believe  it  or  not,  five  consecutive  passes 
resulted  in  touchdowns!  That  feat  seems 
good  enough  for  anyone's  record  book. 

In  another  game  Marks  completed  4 
for  5  averaging  55  yards  per  completed 
pass.  This  ouisianding  performance  aien- 
ed  Canadian  scribes  and  prompted  them 
to  grind  out  reams  of  copy  for  the  major 
dailies  and  national  slick  publications. 

One  internationally  known  columnist 
devoted  a  profusely  illustrated  quarter- 
page  article  comparing  Marks  to  such 
illustrious  figures  as  Babe  Ruth,  Charlie 
Conacher,  Fred  Perry  and  Max  Baer. 
Throughout  his  college  days  he  was  re- 
ferred to  as  "Hands"  by  the  press,  and 
one  widely  circulated  story  insisted  that 
"he  is  without  a  doubt  the  most  reliable 
and  accurate  passer  in  the  game  today." 

The  Canadian  edition  of  the  now-de- 
funct Liberty  magazine,  upon  selecting 
him  on  its  all-star  team,  said,  "He  had 
such  a  remarkable  average  for  successful 
forward  flings  that  some  of  his  opponents 
have  even  complained  to  officials  that 
Marks  was  using  the  spitter."
